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The Red Cross Appeal 


Beginning Monday, the Canadian Red 
Cross will launch an appeal across Can- 
ada for ten million dollars, 

Everyone knows that the war is now 
entering its most critical phase. Everyone 
knows that the Red Cross faces a task that 
will strain its every resource. 

There is no need to recapitulate the 
splendid work done by this organization. 
There is no need to speak of its work 
among soldiers and civilians, It is enough 
to say that the Red Cross is as vital a part 
of our defence as any branch of the armed 
services. The work of providing blood 
serum, for instance, to wounded service- 
men is just as important as putting those 
servicemen in the field. 

The Red Cross is financed by the vol- 
untary gifts of the Canadian people. It 
must have that ten million dollars or cur- 
tail its essential efforts. 

In giving freely to the Red Cross in this 
campaign, Edmonton people do no more 
than fulfil a necessary duty in the war ef- 
fort. To withhold full support would be to 
add to the hazards of young Canadians who 
risk their lives for our homes and our 
families. 


The Business in Hand 


Mr. Churchill indulges in no illusions, 
and does not paint rainbows to evoke ap- 
plause. In the darkest hour, when it was 
literally true that ‘We stand alone”’,. he 
promised nothing more to the British’ na- 
tions than “blood, toil, tears and sweat’”— 
with victory at the end if they persevered. 
The strength of the man then was—and 
now is—his downright candor. 

In his speech on Tuesday the Prime 
Minister sounded no advance note of im- 
minent victory, though that would have 
started cheering. Of the ultimate outcome 
of the struggle in both theatres he had no 
doubts. But he refused to even endorse the 
opinion expressed in other high quarters 
that Germany will be defeated during the 
present year. That question he left for 
time to answer. 

What was emphasized is that the air 
blows upon the enemy are to be redoubl- 
ed, and that Britain, the United States and 
Russia have pledged themselves to throw 
their whole strength against the Nazi 
power during the coming spring and sum- 
mer. 

It will do no harm to their cause if peo- 
ple in the Allied countries take their cue 
from Mr. Churchill, pay no attention to 
predictions and prophets, and devote them- 
selves whole-heartedly, each in his own 
place and job, to the business that we have 
in hand.

Machines Versus Men 


The casualty report from the Marshall 
islands is almost fantastic, The Japanese 
lost 8,122 men killed, the Americans 286, in 
the fighting for the Kwajalein atoll. It is 
not expected that the proportions will be 
greatly different when the totals are made 
up for the entire group. In terms of man- 
losses the victory was cheap, to the point 
of being phenomenal. 

The reason, of course, was the terrific 
shelling and bombing to which the island 
bases were subjected before the marines 
and infantry were sent ashore, The ships 
and planes did the heavy fighting, and the 
ground troops moved in to occupy the 
places where the enemy had been. In war 
as in peace this is the machine age. Ships, 
planes, tanks and guns count now for more 
than men. 

Against predictions that the bloodiest 
fighting has yet to occur in western and 
southern Europe can be placed the 
certainty that the Allied high command 
has no intention of matching men against 
forces better armed or as well armed as 
themselves. The Allies now have the tools 
or can get them, and there need be no 
doubt that General Eisenhower is massing 
these in numbers and variety the enemy 
cannot equal. 

It would be extravagant to suppose that 
Hitler’s Europe can be invaded at the cost 
of a man-loss relatively as low as that of 
the attackers in the Marshalls. But the 
demonstration there of what preponderent 
equipment can do warrants a hope that our 
invasion losses may be much lower than 
the military men have warned us they 
might be. 


Turning on the Tears 


The wife of Mohandas Gandhi had hard- 
ly breathed her last before the critics of 
Britain in the United States and elsewhere 
had begun to turn on the tears over her al- 
legedly pitiable end. She died sharing the 
imprisonment of her husband, and already 
these dubious friends of “poor down-trod- 
den India” have started to make a tragedy 
of it. 

“The text of the lament is that such a 
noble woman, a voluntary prisoner with her 
Martyr husband, should have been allowed 
by the brutal British to die behind prison 
walls, 

Before the legend grows to excessive 
length and poignancy, it would be well to 
examine the facts. 

Gandhi is not a martyr. He is an un- 
pleasant little traitor who would have turn- 
ed his country over to the Japanese in the 
hope that in the consequent shuffle the 
Hindus would have come out on top of the 
Indian Moslems. 

He is not incarcerated nor did his wile 
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die in a prison. He is detained in a very 
pleasant and well-ordered mansion. 

His wife was not his helpmeet and in- 
spiration. She was an illiterate drudge, 
shoved out of his political life by her hus- 
band who treated her as a chattel. 

During her illness, the British placed at 
her disposal the best medical advice and 
treated her to a degree of comfort and lux- 
ury she had never known before. 

One would have to distort and decorate 
those facts fantastically before they could 
be arranged into a very satisfactory saga 
of British cruelty. 


The surface indications are that the 
deposition of President Ramirez of Argen- 
tina was engineered by pro-Nazi agents. 
It followed on the measures he took to 
stop that fraternity using the country as 
an operational base ahd look-out in the 
western hemisphere. Too closely to be 
supposed to have been inspired by purely 
domestic issues. 


When Italy surrendered to the Allies, 
more German troops were rushed in and 
the country was made a battleground. The 
Finnish authorities evidently saw the 
moral and applied it to their own case. 
There were 100,000 or more Nazis in Fin- 
land, and Hitler ordered them to “take all 
measures” to hold it. The Finns would 
likely enough have made peace long ago 
if they had thought that taking Finland 
out of the war would take the war out of 
Finland. 


The Marianne group lies 700 miles north 
of the Carolines and that much nearer to 
Japan, The installations there are far less 
formidable than those at Truk, but their 
location gives the islands peculiar import- 
ance. Allied planes based in the Mariannes 
would be almost as close to Tokyo as those 
in the Aleutians are to Paramushiro. Field 
Marshal Tojo is likely to tell Fleet Admiral 
Shimada he had better go and sink that 
impudent task force before it spearheads 
an Allied invasion of the too-close Mari- 
annes. 
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Altogether, it is estimated, Herr Goer- 
ing has set aside about 300 planes to bomb 
London in nightly relays, If he could spare 
more he would do it. For this special task 
he has had to withdraw bombers from 
other fronts, if the lightened weight of 
enemy air attacks in Italy means anything. 
The raiders: are doing damage, consider- 
able, though out of comparison to that 
of raids in 1940-41. If the idea is that 
British morale—which stood the gruelling 
in that season of super-strafing—can be 
knocked out by the present weak imitation 
of “Coventry” days, the Herr has got his 
thinking aparatus working in reverse.

Post-War Perils Not to 
Be Avoided Through 


Trade 


By G. G. McGEER, K.C. M.P. 

(Liberal, Vancouver-Burrard) 

The Governor of the Bank of 
Canada in his current Annual Re- 
port has presented to the govern- 
ment of the Dominion a grave pic- 
ture of the post-war situation. He 
points out that the total federal 
debt of the Dominion has risen 
from $4,693,000,000 in 1939 to $11,- 
300,000,000 at the end of 1943, an 
increase of $6,607,000,000, and that 
annual interest charges have risen 
from $169,000,000 to $304,000,000 

Mr. Towers warns that the pub: 
lic debt cannot be increased at the 
present rate for an indefinite per- 
iod without placing an intolerable 
strain upon our economy. At this 
point, however, Mr. Towers leaves 
the realm of fact and moves into 
the wide open spaces of theoretical 
speculation by stating that he feels: 
“The war debt and the increases 
which will inevitably take place for 
a time after the war ends can be 
handled without serious embarrass- 
ment.” 


Winning Peace 


Unfortunately neither Mr. Tow- 
ers nor anyone else can tell when 


this war is going to end or what 
further increases in our national 
debt and interest charges will be 
incurred in winning the war and 
winning the peace. This war, as 
everyone is aware, is not going to 
end as former wars have ended. 
This time armies of occupation will 
take the place of the armistice and 
the treaty of peace. 

The cost of the re-establishment 
and maintenance of order and the 
reconstruction of a world that has 
been bathed in flames of devasta- 
tion will be added to the price of 
victory. The ultimate cost will con- 
sequently remain unknown until 
the job itself has been done. Little 
comfort is therefore to be found in 
Mr. Towers’ assurance that this 
war's cost “can be handled without 
serious embarrassment.” That kind 
of talk is just irresponsible chatter. 


Economic Ruin 


How does it come about, every- 
one may well ask Mr. Towers, that 
we can now look forward to carry- 
ing “without embarrassment” a 
debt load incurred in this war, al- 
ready more than four times as 
great as the total war debt incurred 
in World War No. 1 which engulfed 
us in economic ruin. 

The governor of the Bank of Can- 
ada, however, places a very definite 
qualifation on his assurance that 


our war debts can be met without 
“serious embarrassment” by stating: 
The key to this problem lies chiefly 
in the maintenance of a high level 
of employment and income.” 

Few there are who have forgot- 
ten the dark days which continued 
from 1930 to 1939 when hundreds of 
thousands on the relief dole, hun- 
dreds of thousands of employable 
persons without anything to do, and 
hundreds of thousands more only 
partially employed, were being told 
that there was not sufficient money 
to pay the war debt and provide 
employment and to balance the 
budget. The all important matter 
then was that the war debts must 
be paid. 

The. coming post-war situation 
now persented by Mr. Towers is in- 
finitely more difficult than it was 
after World War No. 1. Efficiency 
in machine tool and mass produc- 
tion has improved. The need for 
human employment is reduced and 
many more wage earners are in 
need of gainful employment. 


Full Employment 


In 1939 there were only 4,000,000 
gainfully employed in Canada. To- 
day it is estimated we have 5,500,000 
Canadians gainfully occupied, of 
which 2,000,000 are in the armed 
forces and war industries, leaving 


3,500,000 for supplying domestic 
needs. Now, to maintain a program 
of full employment for all who are 
willing and ready to work in the 
post-war period we shall have to 
superimpose on the 3,500,000 now 
employed in other than war work 
at least another 1,500,000 who will 
then be secking employment. This 
army of workers, increased since 
1939 by 1,000,000 with the improved 
efficiency the war has developed 
will be able to produce a vastly 
greater volume of civilian goods 
and services than Canada has ever 
known before. What are they going 
to do? Where are the consumers 
coming from? Mr. Towers’ answer 
to that question is a warning to the 
government that :“The adjustments 
required will clearly be of unpre- 
cedented magnitude and bold plan- 
ning on the part of labor, farm and 
business organizations as well as 
government is urgently needed.” 
Well, warning the government may 
be timely, but Mr. Towers offers 
little to the solution of the problem. 


Trade 


Mr. Towers is no less vague when 
he comes to the difficult problem of 
the future of international trade. He 
recommends that the Dominion 
should aim at “expanding produc- 
tion in special lines where she has 
a competitive advantage, with a 
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Gas Poisoning 


Editor, Bulletin: In the Edmonton 
Bulletin on May 31, 1943, was the 
heading “Farmers Succumb to Gas 
in Well.”

Quite a number of human lives 
have been lost in Alberta in the 
past quarter of a century in a sim- 
ilar way to those mentioned above, 
either by entering a used or an 
abandoned well, or by entering 
the excavation when the well was 
being dug. This loss of life is so 
unnecessary if those digging wells 
or repairing old wells were aware 
of the serious danger of a gas ac- 
cumulation in any hole, excavation 
or well, and if it were known that 
no such excavation should be en- 
tered without first ventilating or 
testing for gas accumulation. The 
remedy is quite simple since it 
should be only necessary to ac- 
quaint the people of the fatal 
results than can be caused by gas 
in wells, 


I will outline briefly the cause of 
these tragedies. Small quantities 
of gas will be encountered in bor- 
ing or digging into the soft beds of 
rock that occur as the surface for- 
mation over quite a large area, 
especially in central ‘‘berta, These 
gas infected strata occur widely 
east of the foothills from the Inter- 
national Boundary northward be- 
yond Peace River valley. This 
presence of gas in small quantities 
is such a well known geological 
condition that I have made it a 
practice on geological field work 
not to enter or allow any member 
of my party to enter any excava- 
tion more than ten feet in depth 
from the surface, without first in- 
vestigating if there is any accumu- 
lation of gas. 


Many deaths from gas fumes 
have occurred while wells were 
being dug. The unfortunates in 
most cases entered the well after 
the excavation was vacant for an 
hour or two at noontime or during 
the night when sufficient deadly 
gas had accumulated to cause suf- 
focation. The danger from gas ac- 
cumulation in a well that is being 
dug, is greatest when there is no 
wind blowing because a_ breeze 
over a shallow excavation will tend 
to prevent an accumulation of gas 
in the depression. When a well is 
being dug, fresh air should be 
blown into the bottom of the ex- 
cavation, or a blanket or canvas, 
suspended from a few feet above 
the top of the well down the centre 
of the well to near the bottom, 


should give sufficient Ventilation to 
remove the danger from gas fumes, 


In my opinion this loss of life is 
so unneccessary that it should be 
considered a serious offence for 
anyone to enter or cause a person 
to go down a well that is being dug 
or into an old well without first 
having taken even quite inexpen- 
sive precautions to ventilate the 
well or test for the presence of 
deadly gas. In carrying out geo- 
logical survey work throughout Al- 
berta, we have made it a point to 
inform the farmers and others of 
the dangers from gas accumulation 
in excavations and have explained 
that an accumulation of gas might 
occur within a few hours.

Wheat Too Low 


Editor, Bulletin: When Mr. Doug- 
las, who is a socialist, protests in 
the House of Commons against the 
Winnipeg Grain Exchange having 
to suspend trading of wheat, as 
soon as the price reached $1,25 per 
bushel, it is news, 

The fact is that Western people 
are not quite sure that this situa- 
tion has been handled wisely. Mr. 
Gardiner says that some of our 
wheat is being sold at prices to- 
wards $1.50 per bushel, but in real- 
ity none is being sold at anything 
like $1.50 per bushel. Most of it is 
being sold to Britain, at a price 
which is not published,’but at a price 
which is very much below that, and 
what is going to the United States 
is selling at about $1.30 per bushel. 

On the whole, there is not much 
prospect, as things now stand, that 
there will be any dividend for the 
farmers, in excess of $1.25 per 
bushel original payment. 

Actually, there has always been 
a lot of confusion over this question 
of speculative trading in wheat. 
Mr. Broomhall, the great authority, 
has always denied that the open 
market gave the farmers any less 
for their wheat than they should 
have received. It does not make 
sense to Canadians, of course, that 
Western farmers should be expect- 
ed to sell their wheat at sixty cents 
a bushel, or less, but it seems likely 
now that the cure for that condition 
was not to interfere with world 
trade in wheat, but for the govern- 
ment of Canada to give the farmers 
what assistance would be necessary 
to overcome the fact that they had 
to sell their wheat in the world 
market, and buy their goods in a 
protected market. 

The consequence of that policy 
has been that, out of the 74.2% of 
the national income which, for 
fourteen years, was divided be- 
tween the industrial workers and 
the farmers, some 62% went to the 
industrial workers, and only 12% to 
the farmers. 

The workers and the farmers 
combined totalled 75% of the pop- 
ulation, and are about equal in 
number. 

Surely in such circumstances, 
there is something wrong with the 
system, and it is certainly nothing 
that has anything to do with the 
system being capitalist. 

As the war ends, we shall have 
an increasing discussion of post- 
war economic policy. There is al- 
ready talk of universal free trade,

That is not likely to come about, 
because too many workers have an 
interest ‘in keeping their factories 
operating. It might be wiser for 
the farmer to concentrate on de- 
manding that he be adequately 
compensated for the burden which 
the tariff puts upon him, 


Meanwhile, if Exchange trading 
is to be suspended, whenever the 
price of wheat tends to rise, this 
simply means that Canada, as a 
whole, will be selling wheat cheap- 
er than it has to be sold from time 
to time. 

The rest of the time, when the 
price of wheat is naturally low, 
Canada will be selling wheat at a 
low price, whatever we do, whether 
the Grain Exchange be left open 
or not, 

We are getting a little real edu- 
cation in economics nowadays, and 
some theories which used to be 
quite widely held in this country 
are rapidly being put into the 
wastebasket. One of them is that 
it is always a bad thing for the 
farmer to have an open speculative 
market for his wheat.

Russian Position 


Editor, Bulletin: In a long letter 
in your issue of Feb, 12, the Rev. C. 
J. Foran replied to the charges of 
the Soviet newspaper Izvestia that 
the Vatican is “pro-Fascist.” The 
apologia of Rev. Foran is not con- 
vincing, in fact, bears out the Sov- 
jet criticism.

It 
is not worth while to take time and 
space to refute these misrepresent- 
ations. 

The Izvestia charges are further 
borne by articles published in a re- 
cent issue of “The Western Catho- 
lic’ which admits the propaganda

“communist terrorists’ who are 
against “law and order,” that is the

| than our own. While recommending 


this as the most advisable course 
Mr. Towers points out that the 
future of world trade and the bene- 
fits which Canada may derive from 
participation in it will depend upon 
“The extent and character of the 
international monetary arrange- 
ments which can be worked out by 
the United Nations.” Here we are 
again left in the realm of the un- 
known and the unpredictable. 

Unfortunately Mr. Towers’ specu- 
lation in’ future foreign trade 
leaves us just where we were in 
1934 when Mr, Beaudry Leman, 
former president of the Canadian 
Bankers’ Association, as a member 
of the MacMillan Canadian Com- 
mittee condemned the report of 
that Royal Commission by declar- 
ing: 

“Sufficient stress has not been 
laid upon the factors of national 
recovery, far more dependable and 
permanent than the temporary ad- 
vantages of export trade of raw 
materials or foodstuffs. Outside 

markets for our surplus specialized 
production of certain commodities 
should unquestionably be sought, 
but it should always be borne in 
mind that world markets are un- 
reliable and a source of constantly 
recurring disappointments,... Are 
we to await the belated results of 
international conferences between 
bankers, that may or may not, in 
the near or remote future, restore 
international exchanges and trade, 
or shall we endeavor to build up as 
rapidly and as soundly as possible, 
our own domestic market?” 


Subsidy 

As an alternative if international 
trade should fail us Mr. Towers 
asks this question: “Should Canada 
orient her economy further towards 
self-sufficiency deliberately build- 
ing up high cost industries which 
depend for their existence on some 
form of subsidy from the commun- 
ity at large?” 

The development of our internal 
economy and domestic markets is 
obviously considered by Mr. Tow- 
ers to be a somewhat hopeless pro- 
position. Mr. Towers points out, 
however, that in any event internal 
adjustments will be required 
whichever course is followed, but 
believes they would be undoubted- 
ly “less painful” if we rely on inter- 
national trade and not upon our 
ability to do something in Canada 
for Canadians. 

Unfortunately our experience in 
the field of foreign trade has left 
us with a sorry record of unrequit- 
ted toil, blighted development, 
bankruptcy, unemployment, prov- 
erty and misery. The plain fact is 
that while presenting a sound pic- 
ture of the magnitude and urgency 
of the adjustments that must be 
made to meet the grave and serious 
post-war situation which he sees, 
Mr. Towers has failed to appreciate 
the lessons that the last war and 
this war have taught. One of which 
is that instead of looking to the de- 
velopment of our domestic market 
and to the development of our in- 
ternational trade as alternatives, 
we must look to the development 
of the very maximum that we can 
secure in both these fields in 
which Canadian goods and services 
can be marketed, 


Not Alternatives 


They are not alternative propu- 
sitions at all. They are two fields 
of Canadian activity which must be 
developed together. Past experi- 
ence would lead us to the conclu- 
sion that we should give, if not 
our major, at least equal, consid- 
eration to the development of the 
markets in Canada which we our- 
selves can control and to employ 
the markets of international trade 
to improve Canadian standards of 
living, Canadian employment and 
Canada’s opportunity to contribute 


to the betterment of world condi- 
tions at large. 


Our future success depends not 
alone upon foreign trade, but even 
more upon our ability to put Can- 
adians to work in Canada d>ing the 
millions of jobs that are crying to 
be done from one end of the Do- 
minion to the other. In putting 
Canadians to work in Canada we 
will not need to rely upon inter- 
national finance or international 
trade, We have proven in this war 
that Canada can supply out of our 
own monetary system all the cap- 
ital finance required to give our 
people the standards of public and 
social service, the productive ma- 
chinery, and every kind of modern 
transportation service required to 
provide and sustain infinitely high- 
er standards of living than we have 
ever enjoyed in the past. 

This opportunity to put Cana- 
dians to work in Canada and for 
Canadians must not be sacrificed 
on the altar of international finance 
which alone thrives upon the vagar- 
ies and the pervading mutability of 
foreign trade,

Air Power 


Military Mustard Plaster 
By Maj. A. P. de Seversky 


The intensilied aerial attacks on Berlin and other German 


centres are directly related to 


the desperate struggle that has 


been under way in the Anzio-Nettuno sector below Rome. 
Every effort is evidently being made by the Allied leadership 
to keep maximum Nazi air strength pinned down inside Ger- 


many to prevent reinforceme 


An attack on Germany from over- 
head is like a military mustard 
plaster, drawing the enemy's avia- 
tion blood to that particular portion 
of the country's 
anatomy. The Am- 
erican or daylight 
assaults are the 
more important 
in this respect be- 
cause they involve 
the kind of real 
| combat in the air 

that ties down 
| and helps destroy 
| Hitler's fighter 
airplanes. 

The key to the

aerial picture in Europe today is 
that we are now fighting on the 
same continent which contains the 


sources of German air power. A 
proper appreciation of this fact 
makes it clear that we are not en- 
gaged in a series of separate and 
isolated air battles, but in a crucial 
struggle against the entire Luft- 


| waffe, 


A contest for sky control over the 
Netherlands, over a German indus- 
trial target, over an Italian battle 
area are really parts of the same 
total picture. The mobility of air 
power is such that “control” in any 
one spot is meaningless, because 
the enemy can reinforce the posi- 
tion quickly and continually from 
the main reservoirs of air power. 


MINOR HANDICAP 
Fortunately, the overland lines of 
communication between Germany 
and Italy are not of the best; moun- 
tain ranges intervene, railway and 
other roads are limited. Air power, 
especially of the short-range vari- 
ety, is only as good as the supply 
lines through which it is fed. This 
handicap under which German avl- 
ation in Italy operates, however, is 
minor compared with our own sup- 
ply problems. At best we are de- 
pendent on long lines from the 
British Isles by way of Africa and 
the Mediterranean, and in the 
larger picture we are really depend- 
ent on thousands of miles of trans- 
oceanic lines, since America is the 
primary source of supplies. ° 
In high official quarters it has 
been suggested, in Sa8200) 
itical engagemen 
ee tot we have undisputed 
control of the sea and the air in the 
arena of action. If this were literally 
true, the whole outlook would be 
brighter than it has proved in real- 
ity. We could simply bomb and 
bombard the enemy into submiss- 
ion or retreat at leisure. To airmen 


it seems more likely that sky con-| 


trol over Anzio-Nettuno is far from 


established, and that this uncer-| 


tainty in the skies is reflected here, 
as it had been reflected in the days 
of the Rommel-Wavell seesaw duel 
in North Africa, in uncertainty on 
the surface. 


SEA CONTROL 
That we do have sea control is a 
fact—the enemy is entirely without 
surface naval forces, giving us that 
control by default. But it must be 
understood that monopoly of sea 
power, at the present time, is mean- 
ingless unless the skies overhead 
| are in our own hands, Allied naval 
forces in the Mediterranean can no 
more approach hostile shores in 
Italy than they can approach the 
| shores of France, Norway or north- 


| ern Germany. When they do swing 


into action, it is always either un- 
der a strong umbrella of defensive 
air power or under the shield of 
bad weather which keeps the 
enemy airplanes out of the skies, 
When the British cruisers Mauritius 
and Dido gave gunfire support to 
| our troops on February 12, for in- 
| stance, it was under weather con- 
ditions that temporarily suspend- 
| ed major operations in the sky. 

Our sea power is an important 
accessory force in the Italian 
battie, It serves to augment our 
artillery But should the Germans 
succeed in enforcing aerial con- 

| trol, Allied surface ships would

The weather factor in that battle 
has been generally exaggerated. In 
| the first place, rain, mud and other 
conditions which may handicap our 
troops impose the same handicaps 
on the opposing troops. Secondly, 
bad weather tends to release our 
sea power, enabling us to move sup- 
plies by water and to land rein- 
forcements without excessive inter- 
ference from the Luftwaffe. Ger- 
many has been sending wave after 
wave of airplanes to attack our 
forces and our shipping in Nettuno. 
Unfavorable visibility cancels out 
the effective use of our air power, 
but it also stalls such enemy attacks 
from the air. 

In the writer's view, we have not 
yet attained control of the skies, or 
even superiority, in Europe—and 
that includes the Italian segment 
of the continent, Claims to the con- 
trary, whatever their purpose, do 
not help things. They merely be- 
fuddle the public mind and usu- 
ally end by giving air power a 
black eye in popular opinion, Un- 
able to reconcile claims of-air su- 
periority with the facts of  set- 
backs on the ground, people come 
to the false conclusion that the two 
types of struggle, above and be- 
low, are somehow unconnected. 
Therein lies the mischief of claims 
of an aerial edge of advantage that 
are overdrawn or entirely unjusti- 
fied. We are better advised not to 
mislead the public on the law, re- 
peatedly demonstrated in this war, 
that the side which holds the skies 
also dominates the surface area 
below, 


DANGEROUS ILLUSION 

German fighter-bombers are still 
striking almost at will. The geogra- 
phical situation is such that Hitler 
can reinforce his air power on any 
European battle front more rapidly 


and more effectively than we can. 
To permit a temporary superiority 
in any segment of the skies to mis- 
lead us qf the over-all picture is a 
dangerous illusion. Whatever the 
outcome below Rome, the main 
battle is being fought in the skies 
over all of Europe, its objective be- 
ing to weaken and if possible clim- 
inate the Luftwaffe’s defensive avi- 
ation, . 

As long as there is indecision in 
the skies, there will continue to be 
indecision on the surface of the 
earth,

some farm inspectors “just make a 
heap of trouble for the people” and 
do no good, 

Too many departmental in- 
spectors seemed to believe in 
large expense accounts, One had 
made six or seven special trips 
to a district to examine prairie 
farm rehabilitation act dugouts 
instead of visiting them all on 
one occasion, 

An inspector under the prairie 
farm assistance act had estimated 
a wheat field would go 12 bushels 
to ‘an acre while it actually ran 
about 24, said Mr. Burton, adding: 

“He was as useless as the fifth 
wheel on a wagon. For too long 
we have let arm-chair farmers and 
swivel-chair politicians run our 
business.”

Two Decalogues 


FOR TEACHERS 


1, Thou shalt sanctify thyself for the sake of the young people 
entrusted unto thee by parents and by the Church of Christ. 

2. Thou shalt search the Scriptures daily, that thou mayest bring 
out of this treasury things new and old for the benefit of thy class and 
for the culture of thine own soul. 

3. Thou shalt give diligence to all the interests of thy class, that 
it may have the necessary leadership in thy person and service. 

4. Thou shalt take a personal interest in each pupil, knowing that 
God made every human soul separate and distinct. 

5. Thou shalt honor fathers and mothers by frequently visiting 
them in their homes, that thou mayest know the antecedents of the 
children unto the third and fourth generation. 

6. Thou shalt not kill the spirit of thy class by irregularity of at- 
tendance, but shalt teach the children by example as well as by pre- 
cept the virtue of perseverance. 

7. Thou shalt not commit the grave offence of being absent from 
thy place except for reasons thou canst conscientiously take to thy 
God, and when the class is thus deprived of thy presence thou shalt 
secure in thy place one who shall be well prepared for the duties of 
that day. 

8. Thou shalt not steal any of the time allowed for the school but 
shalt be in thine appointed place for a brief period before the school 
reverently engages in public worship. 

9. Thou shalt not bear the insignia of the teacher in vain, but 
shalt search the byways and hedges for any lambs straying away from 
the fold and, like a good shepherd, thou shalt continue the search until 
thou find them. 

10. Thou shalt not covet any other's privileges in comparison with 
thine own, but shalt remember: in thy prayers and in thy studies that 
thou art set apart to lead the young people committed to thy keeping 
into the joy and fellowship of Jesus Christ. 


A NEW COMMANDMENT 


Thou shalt love the members of thy class with all thy heart and 
soul, even as Christ loved them and gave himself for them. 


FOR PARENTS 


1, Thou shalt have no interest in thy home or thy business that 
may come before the spiritual welfare of the sons and daughters whom 
God hath entrusted first of all unto thee. 

2. Thou shalt belong to no society, club or association outside thy 
home the obligations of whose membership shall involve giving second 
place to thy family, knowing that the love of little children may turn 
to gall and wormwood unto parents whose neglect in early years re- 
sults in tragedy even unto the third and fourth generation. | 

3. Thou shalt be restrained in thought, speech and behavior in | 
the presence of thy children, remembering that for thine own sake 
thou shouldest not provoke them unto wrath, and that for their sake 
thou oughtest to set a good example always before them. 

4. Remember the Lord's Day to keep it holy, leading the members 
of thy household in dutiful attendance upon the sanctuary and the ser- 
vices of the Sunday school. Six days shalt thou labor and do all thy 
work, but the Lord's Day is appointed for the cultivation of the spirit- 
ual life in thine own heart and in that of thy family. 

5. Thou shalt honor thy father and thy mother, not so much by 
visiting them on the Lord’s Day as by giving such personal attention 
to the training of thy children as thy parents and teachers gave thee 
when thou wert a child. 

6. Thou shalt not kill the spirit of the church school in which 
teachers are waiting to co-operate with thee, by causing or permitting 
thy children to be found on the highways of the countryside and in the 
lanes of the city during the hours appointed for religious instruction. 

7. Thou shalt not regard thyself as having done thy full duly by 
the church of God when thou hast deigned to send thy children to the 
Sunday school, whilst absenting thyself from public worship. 

8. Thou shalt not steal by accepting the ministries of the Sunday 
school for thy children and of the church over a radio for thyself whilst 
leaving it to others to assume the financial obligations involved in pro- 
viding religious privileges for thee and for the members of thy family. 

9. Thou shalt not bear the distinction of parenthood in vain, but 
according to thy talents thou shalt volunteer such assistance in teach- 
ing and leadership as shall enable thee to do for the children of others 
what other parents have done for thee and for the children of thy 
housebold. 

10. Thou shalt not covet the freedom and carelessness of thy 
neighbors who have no families to rear and who may go about in fiery 
chariots, remembering that God hath highly honored thee. 


A NEW COMMANDMENT 


Thou shalt so love thy children that by precept and example thou 
shalt guide them in the way of life. Thou shalt inculeate in them 
habits of prayer and praise and assist them in their daily search of 
the Scriptures, that the word of God may be to them a lamp unto their 
feet and a light unto their path. |

Came the Nazi blitz through 
the Balkans and the hard, bitter 
rear-guard actions by the gallant 
but outnumbered British, Austra-

“We had practically no air 
protection at all. The German 
dive-bombers had it all their own 
way,” LAC, Mountjoy said. 

Then came the evacuation of 
Greece and the troopship on which 
Mountjoy sailed was the victim of 
a near miss from a high level 
bombing attack. The big liner’s 
plates buckled and the vessel had 
to be abandoned. More than 3,000 
troops aboard were saved and many 
of the survivors, including Mount- 
joy, were landed on Crete by Brit- 
ish destroyers, 


DESCRIBES CRETE BATTLE 


After about 15 days the great 
Nazi air attack that culminated in 
the first successful airborne in- 
vasion in history, started. Mount- 
joy described the Crete battle:

Carrier Planes 
Battled Against 
Fierce Attacks 


By CHARLES H. McMURTRY 
PEARL: HARBOR, T.H., Feb. 
26—(AP)—United States carrier 
planes which attacked islands in 
the southern Marianas, less than 
1,400 miles south of Tokyo, Tues- 
day pushed home their assault 
despite early detection by the 
enemy and fierce aerial and anti- 
aircraft opposition, Admiral Ches- 
ter W. Nimitz, Central Pacific 
commander disclosed yesterday. 

The attack concentrated on Sap-| 
jan and Tinian islands, principal 
enemy bases in the Marianas, with a | 
lighter strike at Guam. A total of 135 | 
Japanese planes was destroyed in| 
aerial combat and on the ground, 
Nimitz said. Only six American 
planes were lost. No United States 
ship was sunk or damaged. Only a | 
few ‘enemy ships were found in| 
Tampag harbor. Oue cargo vessel |} 
and a patrol ship were sunk and 
nine other craft damaged. 

HIT CAROLINES 

Simultaneously Nimitz reported 
United States army heavy bombers 
attacked warves, radio facilities and 
the cantonment area on Kusaie in 
the eastern Carolines Feb. 23. 

The same day heavy bombers 
sank one ship and damaged an- 
other in an attack on the Kusaie 
dock areas, Navy planes also ex- 
ploded one ammunition dump with 
bombs,

Two New Homes 
For Delinquents 


Construction of two industrial 
homes in Alberta when funds are 
available, one for delinquent boys 
and the other for delinquent 
girls, is recommended in the re- 
Port of the province's child wel- 
fare committee, which investi- 
gated juvenile delinquency in 
Alberta last year. 

Other recommendations call for 
substantial increases in the scale of 
mothers’ allowances, and for re- 
organization of the government 
child welfare branch and municipal 
children’s aid departments.

The report was tabled in 
Legislature by Hon. Dr. W. W. 
Cross, minister of health. H. J. 


Wilson, K.C., deputy attorney-gen- 


eral was committee chairman. 


Members of the committee were |

lished, it was asked to report on} 
the best methods of dealing with, 
and taking care of neglected and 
delinquent children, and also to re- 
port on the administration of the 
Juvenile Court and the Child Wel- 
fare Acts. ‘ 


A RECOMMENDATION 

In respect to application of the 
Juvenile Delinquents Act, the com- 
mittee has suggested that the age 
of boys and girls affected by the 
Act should be retained at 18 years. 

Appointment of a provincial sup- 
ervisor to develop and promote re- 
creational programs in rural and 
urban schools is recommended. 
This official is suggested to be an 
appointee of the department of 
education. 

“The scale of mothers’ allow- 
ances should be substantially in- 
creased to enable widowed moth- 
ers to maintain their children in 
the home without the necessity of 
seeking outside employment,” the 
report states. 

It is also recommended that a 
psychiatric division of the child 
welfare branch be set up, under 
the supervision and direction of a 
competent psychiatrist, and as- 
sisted by a staff of trained psy- 
chological workers. The placing 
of high grade mental defectives 
incarefully selected foster homes, 
under the direction of the child 
welfare psychiatrist, also was 
recommended. 


Combination clinics and deten- 
tion homes in both Edmonton and 
Calgary are suggested to be estab- 
lished for boys and girls. These 
institutions would be equipped to 
give adequate physical and mental 
examinations to children who are 
apprehended as delinquents, or 
neglected children, and would be 
under the supervision of the psy- 
chiatrist attached to the child wel- 
fare branch, and his assistants. 


For cities of more than 50,000 
population, the report recommends 


a full-time probation service, main- 
tained seven days a week, and that 
in all cities where a children’s aid 
department is operated, that night 


patrols be made by probation 
officers, 
It is suggested that the rural 


parts of Alberta be divided into | 


separate districts, and that inspec- 
tion work in connection with moth- 
ers’ allowances, old-age pensions 
and child welfare be co-ordinated, 
and that an inspector, a probation 
officer of child welfare worker be 
placed in charge of the work in 
each district. 

A further suggestion refers to 
the three cities of Edmonton, Cal- 
gary, and Lethbridge, and recom- 
mends that they be divided into 
zones. To acomplish. this, a sur- 
vey of each city is called for by 
their children’s aid departments.

DEAR MISS DIX: Can an edu- 
cated, ambitious woman be happy 
| married to an uneducated man with 
no ambition? I have been going 
with a young man of fine character, 
but who has not even a fourth 
grade education, He can hardly 
read and write and he is a poor 
conversationalist. He has no trade 
or special ability and, therefore, no 
steady work. I have tried in every 
way to get him to go to night 
school, but he refuses to do so. 

For myself, | have a high 
school education only, and after 
leaving school | secured a posi- 
tion as an ordinary typist and 
switchboard operator. But | have 
studied and improved myself 
until now | am in charge of a de- 
partment in the office and private 
secretary to one of the execu- 
tives. 

Do you think that it would be 
advisable for me to marry this 


man?

ANSWER: No. I think you 
would both be miserable.

Your Baby 
And Mine

Each child must learn by ex- 
Perience that when he is bad 
and deserves punishment it is 
not because his mother is a cross 
Person, but because badness is 
an act against his own society. 

If he acts as society approves, 
he is healthier, happier, has more 
friends, makes the wheels of his 
household spin more smoothly, de- 
creases the burdens of his parent. 

To be an outlaw and refuse to 
heed the rules of his society, as 
interpreted by his parent, calls for 
punishment. He has to begin to 
think of himself as a part of society, 
not an independent individual who 
can do as he pleases at whatever 


.|cost to himself or others. 


One of the mild punishments 
inflicted upon children who flout 
the rules of good social living is 
to isolate them temporarily until 
they decide they would like to act 
in a more acceptable, approved 
manner. 

Mrs. T. F. McA. makes a nice 
point about the use of isolation as 

a punishment. “Is it not wise,” she 
writes, “when using solitude as a 
corrective, to be careful of the 
manner in which it is applied? 
There are many advantages to the 
ability to enjoy and profit by soli- 
tude and too little of this ability is 
in evidence today. 

“It would be a great mistake to 
bring up a child to associate soli- 
tude with punishment. Rather it 
would be a better technique to 
offer it as an opportunity to cool 
off and think things over.” 

You are right. Perhaps the con- 
fusion lies in failing to make clear 
that it would be a mistake to bring 
up a child to associate solitude 
ONLY with punishment. 

The paternal mistake is to feel 
that the only good punishment is 
one which makes the child suffer. 
If isolation is intended to convey 
to him the idea that when he mis- 
behaves in society (whether that be 
his playmates or his family) he 
loses the privilege of that society, 
he is punished enough when he 
suffers that loss of privilege. 

He needn't necessarily find his 
solitude disagreeable. He may set- 
tle down and play happily alone, or, 
as happens oftenest, he may shortly 
proclaim his desire to be a good | 
boy and come downstairs again. 
Either résult is good, 

Happily, in practice, isolation 
does not sour the child against | 
solitude or the room in which he 
enjoys it, provided he has freedom | 
there and isolation doesn't last 
overlong.

Many years ago when I first 
started teaching the theory of food 
combinations the average person 
knew little about this important 
subject, However, people are now 
much more familiar with the fact 
that proper food combinations have 
a great deal to do with continued 
good health, and more and more, 
they are realizing that there is a 
right way to combine foods. 

I believe that the food which 
most people have the most diffi- 
culty in learning how to combine 
correctly is the class of food known 
as starches. 

Starch, when improperly com- 
bined with other foods, is especi- 
ally likely to ferment, giving rise 
to large amounts of stomach and 
intestinal gas. Although people in 
good health, with strong digestive 
powers, may sem to handle these 
incorrect starchy combinations 
without very much trouble, patients 
who have any tendency to digestive 
disorders, and especially those in 
whom there is a strong tendency 
to flatulence or excessive gas, will 
generally find that starches in 
wrong combinations: with other 
foods, will become the source of 
much digestive unhappiness. 

All of my study has convinced me 
that any patient with a digestive 
disturbance will discover there is 
a great deal of practical value to 
be derived from learning how to 
combine foods properly. An es- 
pecial benefit will follow the prac- 
tice of using starches only in cor- 
rect combinations. 

It will thus be seen that the study 
of food combinations may be made 
a great source of help to that large 
group of patients suffering from 
digestive troubles. However, the 
same study is likewise of value to 
| the great army of the well, who will 
{find that proper combination of 
foods will add to their ease of 
digestion with the consequence that 
much less energy will be expended 
in thé digestion of a meal of good 
combinations than would be the 
case after a meal made up of in- 
harmonious combinations. 

Some good rules to follow in 
combining your foods are: 

PROTEIN RULE: Any one pro- 
tein such as meat, may be used with 
one or more non-starchy vegetab- 
les, with the addition of one kind 
| of fruit. 

STARCH RULE: Any one starch 
such as bread, may be used with 
one or more non-starchy vegetab- 
}les. Avoid acid fruits with a 
| starchy meal. 

FRUIT RULE: One fruit, either 
raw or cooked, may be used with a 
protein meal, or with milk, or with 
any non-starchy vegetable.

When the fruit is 
thoroughly cooked and reduced to 
a pulp yet a little too thick for 
jam, stir in corn starch blended 
with a little cold water, using 1 
tablespoon of corn starch to each 
pound or each 2 cups of sugar 
used, Stir constantly till corn 
starch is all cooked. If not quite 
thick enough a little more may be 
added. The use of corn starch 
saves sugar and prolonged boiling.
